there was carved an arro w.

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When spark plugs have been used 
fo r 8,000 to 10,000 miles the spark 
lo ses intensity because o f the great 
stress to which the spark plug is sub­ 
jected in engine o peratio n. The weak­ 
er spark fails to give co mplete co m­ 
bustio n in the cy linder. Po wer is lo st. 
The engine is sluggish. Gaso line and 
o il are wasted. T hat is why it Is real 
eco no my to change spark plugs at 
least o nce a y ear. 
Few peo ple have any real co ncep­ 
tio n o f just ho w a m o to r car engine 
wo rks, it is a general impressio n that 
a series o f ex plo sio ns take place in 
each cy linder and that these make the 
engine run. 
What Takes Place.

rapidity and in burning ex pands, fo rc­ 
ing do wn the pisto n and thus gener­ 
ating po wer.

Installing new spark plugs at reg­ 
ular intervals is also marked eco no my 
in ano ther directio n because it fre­ 
quently saves mo to r o verhauling and 
similar ex pensive wo rk.
